SOME INTERESTING REASONS. 

Among the reasons brought forward by the 
— 2 attorneys why his removal was il- 
egal and oppressive are the following, which 
make spicy political reading: 

The defendant was not empowered by law 
to make the charges and to de both prosecu- 
tor and judge of the same cause. 

The defendant maliciously and unlawfully

Plaintiff s that his removal was not 
made by the defendant in good faithor for 
the promotion of the public interest, but 
corruptiy, maliciously and unlawiully, and 
for political purposes merely.

Sheriff Staed Orders His Deputies 


An Understanding Finally Reached and 
| the Machinery of Justice Started. 


THE |SHERIFF INSISTS THAT CORONER 


FRANK MUST FEED HIM. 


Coroner Frank Is Willing to Do This pro- 
vided That He Gets the Fees of the 
Sheriff’s Office While He Has Mr. 
Staed in Custody—Sheriff Staed and 
Judge Edmunds Make a Bet on the 

* Result of the Controversy. 


The wheels of justice were clogged this 
morning by reason of the legal entanglement 
now on between the Sheriff’s office and the 
Judge of the Criminal Court. Sheriff staed, 
who was committed to jail for ten days for 
contempt of court by order of Judge 
Edmunds, gave himself over to the 
jailer last night, and this morning by 
the advice of his attorney, Judge Laughlin, 
issued instructions to his deputies not to 
openthe civil courts. When 10 o’clock ar- 
rived the deputies informed the judges that 
they had received orders not to open court. 
There was a flurry in consequence, and word 
was sent to the Sheriff’s office demanding 
an explanation of the strange pro- 
cedure, Head Deputy Peter Dailey 
came back with word that orders had been 
received from the Sheriff not to conduct any 
official business, as he was actually under ar- 
rest for contempt of court. The message 
created consternation in the judicial coterie 
and there was a hurried gathering in the con- 
sultation room, where the judges pulled out 
the statute books and put their heads to- 
gether: ° 

JUPGE VALLIANT’S ACTION. 

Judge Valliant solved the difficulty very 
quickly and rather took the wind out of Mr. 
Staed’s sails by deciaring that they could 
appoint a balliſf to open court. Mr. Dailey 
offered the services of his corps of deputies, 
vut as all the judges were not agreed on the 
advisability of appointing bailiffs he relieved 
the suspeuse by declaring that he would in- 
struct the deputy sheriffs to open court 
anyhow. 

The judges looked intensely relievea and 
repaired to their respective rooms, where 
the day’s business was taken up. 

AT THE FOUR COURTS. 

When the Criminal Court was ready to 
open this morning it was found that there 
was no legal officer of the court. The Sheriff, 
on being arrested, immediately suspended 
his deputies, that he might not be respons!i- 
bie forany ofthe actions of Coroner Frank 
while that gentleman was Sheriff. City Coun. 
selor Marshall appeard in court and stated 
that in his opinion the new Sheriff would have 
to be sworn in and appoint his deputies... The 

int was argued away for some time. City 

ounselor Marshall advanced the opinion 
thatall the proceedings of the court while in 
charge of Coroner Frank would be void un- 
the officials were again sworn in and went 
through the same performance, filing bond 
and qualifying for his office the same as 
Sherif? Staed had done. While this scene 
was being enacted asimilar one was going 
onirthe Court of Criminal Correction. 
Judge Claiborne called on the Sheriff to 
open court and Deputy Sheriff Skidmore re- 
fused and said he was suspended. 

W hile the wrangle was going onevery two 
by four attorney practicing law was advanc- 
ing an opinion and giving advice gratis to 
the crowd in the court-room, 

After an hour spent in delay word was re- 
ceived from the Circuit Court thatthe judges 
there had gotten together and agreed 
that a simple commitment of the 
Sheriff for contempt did not prevent him 
from filling his office as there wasno indict- 
ment against him. They also held that the 
deputies under his direction were the proper 

rsons to open the court. After the receipt 
of this information the court was opened and 
settled down to business. 

SHERIFF AND CORONER DISAGREE. 

Sheriff Staed, who had been placed on 
parole by the Jaller, left the court-room in 
company with Coroner Frank insisting that 
as the Coroner now had charge of his body 
he keep intact and feed him properly. The 
Coroner then brought up the question 
of fees and the two left court 
together to find out who received 
the fees for the time during the incarceration 
ofthe Sheriff and what kind of food the 
Sheriff was entitled to. 

While the argument was going on in court 
Deputy Coroner Rohling had a number of 
deputy sheriffs to take charge of the office 
and several of them were in court. 

Sheriff Staed will remain on parole until 
this evening, when Judge Edmunds states 
that if the writ of habeas corpus which the 
Sheriff is expecting from the Supreme Court 
does not arrive, he will order the jaller to 
lock him up. The parole of the Sheriff was 
made with the consent of Judge Edmunds. 

The case will be argued before the Supreme 
Court and the result will resolve itself into 
costs and a suit of clothes which has been 
bet on the result between the Sheriff aud the 
Judge, who have argued the matter very 
thoroughly. 

HOW THE TROUBLE STARTED. 

The trouble between Sheriff Staed and 
Judge Edmunds, which resulted in the form- 
er’s arrest and this morning’s judicial tangle 
which is dy no means settled definitely as 
yet, is over the disposal of $250 which was 
eftas security for costs in the hands of 
Clerk Michael Kenefick of the Crimi- 
nal Court. The money was garnisheed 
and turned over to the sheriff, who claims 
that from him it goes to the School Board. 
Judge Edmunds declares that it should be 
turned into his court and issued an order to 
that effect. The Sheriff refused to comply 
and was committed for ten days for con- 
tempt. 

He was outon bond, but last evening got 
the Coroner, whois his statutory successor, 
to turn him over to the jailer. Then under 
advice from his attorney he refused to trans 
act any official business. If he were to per- 
sist in the ition he took this morning the 
progress of the civic courts would be delayed 
until the Coroner had secured a $50,000 bond 
and sworn in a new Set of deputies.

AVERY HANGS. 


46 Die an Innocent Man!” His 
Last Words on the Gallows. 


Bitter Denunciation of His Prosecutors 
Marked His Scaffold Speech.

And Mixed Oaths Freely With His Con- 
versation—His Crime Was the Murder 
of James A. Miles in 1891—Often Ro-

LAMAR, Mo., May 24.—Denouncing the of- 
ficers of the law as ‘‘dirty dogs’’ Amos 
Avery died on the scaffold this morning. 
Avery’s mother remained with him from 8 
p. m. yesterday until 1:30 this morning. 
Avery slept none during the night. He 
smoked fouror five cigars, but ate no break- 
fast. Hespoke frequently of hanging dur- 
ing the night and inguired if it was painful. 
He said he did not object to hanging if it 
caused no pain. His conversation was inter- 
rupted with oaths. Rev. Mr. Ashley of the M. 
E. Church and Rev. Mr. Greenless of the 
Congregationalist Church called upon him at 
7:30 this morning and remained untu the 
end. Sheriff Carl read the death warrant to 
him in his cell at 8 a. m., and at 8:20 the pro- 
cession started for the scaffold. On the plat- 
form Avery spoke inalong, rambling, abu- 
sive review of his case. He abused the of- 
ficers who arrested him and the witnesses 


who testified for the prosecutianr,‘and stig- 
matized the jury who convicted him as low 
down, stinking hounds.’’ 

After the close of his speech Rev. Mr. 
Greenless offered prayer. Avery was, cool 
and collected, and gave directions about ad- 
justing the straps. 

His last words were: Remember I die an 
innocent man. The drop fell at 9:24 a. m. 
He died without a struggle. Sheriff Carl and 
his deputies performed thefr duty ina man- 
ner that would have done credit to profes- 
sionals of more numerous experiences in this 
line. There was no hitch, blunder or delay. 

His body was taken to Fort Scott, Kan., by 
his mother for burial. 

Amos Avery was hung to-day for the mur- 
der of James A. Miles, committed near Liberal 
in the western part of Barton County, Aug. 
21, 1891. Avery was traveling afoot from his 
homo in Fort Scott, Kan.,to Galena, Kan., 
when he met his victim between Fort Scott 
and Arcadia. The murdered man; James A. 
Miles, was a resident of Prairie County, Ark. 
He had been canvassing in Bates County.Mo., 
for a photograph family record, not meeting 
with success, and not being able to work on 
account of having losta handina cotton gin. 
he started for his home in Arkansas. He had 
with hima horse and cart, his samples, a 
valise, an extra suit of clothes,a revolver 
and 30 cents in money. 

On meeting Avery; Miles took him into his 
cart. They passed through Arcadia about 
sun-down. They were last seen together 
about 9:30 p. m., at Leroy, in the Northwest 
part of Barton County. They drove on abont 
three miles south of Leroy to the creek; 
stopped in some timber; fed the horse some 
hay taken fromastack near by; ate some 
crackers; madea pillow of hay; lay down 
side by side near the road. 

Next morning about sunrise, some team- 
sters driving by discovered Miles’ dead body 
by the roadside. He had been killed by a 
pistol shot through the head. His eyes and 
mouth were closed, head lying ona bunch of 
hay, no evidence of any struggle. 

He was lying, asthe teamsters described 
it, Just the same as if he had been asleep. 

orse, harness, cart, valise, pistol and hat 
belonging to the dead man were gone. The 
horse’s trac™ ed south. Avery traded the 
cart off next. 

When arrested at Galena he was wearing 
the dead man’s clothes and hat and had the 
horse in his possession. He claimed to have 
4. horse and clothes from Lon Wright of 

ort Scott. But, at his trial, whenit was 
proven that ne was inthe company of the 
murdered man just previouis to his death, 
he testified that when they had lain down on 
the bay he heard a pistol snap, and that 
Miles then asked him forhis pistoland, on 
giving it to him, he shot himself; and that 
he, Avery, became frightened, picked up the 
dead man’s pistol together with hisown, har- 
nessed the horse to the cart and drove off. 

Avery was tried at the February term (1892 
of the Circuit Court of this county, foun 
gullty and sentenced to be hung April 22, 4892. 
He appealed to the Supreme Court, the sen- 
tence ofthe lower court was armed, and 
March 15, 1893, set as the day of execution. 
Efforts were made to have Gov. Stone com- 
mute his sentence on the ground of insanity. 
The Governor granted himareprieve until 
April 14, and caused an inquest de luna- 
ticio inquireando’’ to be held. 

The jury disagreed, ten considered him 
sane and two believed him to be an imbecile. 
The Governor orcered the papers inthe case 
sent to him and granted Avery a further re- 
prieve until April 28. The time was subse. 
quently extended until May 12, and then until 
the 24th,

MISSISSIPPI. 

VICcCKsBURG; Miss, May 24.—The crevasse 
on Judge W. C. Wylie’s plantation, below 
Lake Providence, is 500 feet wide and rapidly 
extending. Itisin the heart of the finest 
portion of East Carroll Parish, and the plan- 
tations adjacent are numerous and ofthe 
highest fertility. The flood will inundate all 
that pers of the parish lying below the break, 
and the damage will be incalculable. Gov. 
Foster of Louisiana has ordered that every- 
thing possible be done to prevent the widen- 
ing of the breach, 


The levee in East Carroll Parish, La., gave 
way yesterday morning on Judge Wylie’s 
plantation. At 11 o’clock the break was 300 
feet wide and 14 feet deep. The whole north- 
eastern section of Loutsiana will be nun- 
dated and the damage to crops and com- 
merce can not be estimated. The water will 
find an outlet through Bayou Mason and the 
Red River. The only railroad affected will be 
the Vicksburg, Shreveport & Pacific. The 
crevasse will reach a width of 1,000 feet in 
twenty-four hours.

Hawaiian politics that it is 
the duty of the United States to annex the 
islands. We owe no such duty to Ha- 
waiians. We sympathize with them and 
deplore their sad condition, but we are no 
more called upon to pull them out of their 
troubles than we are to undertake a war 
in behalf of Ireland or the down-trodden 
Poles. Our duty is to ourselves, and it is 
exhausted when we provide ample and 
effective protection to American citizens 
residing on the islands and see that they 
suffer no harm in person or property. 

Mr. Stevens does not touch the real point 
in issue, which is, whether or not itis ex- 
pedient for the United States to take the 
islands. This plain, commonplace utili- 
tarian question isthe only one tobe con- 
sidered, unless we are to let sentimental- 
ity run away with our judgment and re- 
duce politics to a condition of emotion and 
snuffles. It is not enough to point to the 
opinions of Adamis and Webster, Clayton 
and Marcy. Mere authority has no 
weight, and while the matured conviction 
of these men is deserving of profound re- 
spect and their reasoning should be 
studied, the question cannot be decided by 
merely citing their opinions. Mr Stevens 
has not added any weight to thé case of 
the annexationists.

The cordage, cotton oil, sugar, whisky, 
lead, rubber and other 8 known trusts 
were enabled to form monopoly combina- 
tions through the operation of discrimi- 
nating tariff laws which placed the people 
of this country at their mercy. Even the 
coal combine had tariff laws to help it. 

The tariff laws made it possible for the 
combines to crush out competition and 
charge monopoly prices, and upon this 
power to squeeze the people were con- 
structed the hu@e financial trust balloons. 
Thus the people were robbed by tariff laws 
framed ostensibly to protect them, but 
really to protect monopolies; they were 
robbed by monopoly prices, and robbed by 

indling stock operations growing out of 
the monopolistic combines and their 
monopolistic prices. 

The Government has been in a measurea 
partner in these robber enterprises by con- 
ferring robber privileges upon their pro- 
moters. Unjust plutocratic legislation 
lied at the bottom of the trust villainy. 
The gross abuse of the privilege of pro- 
tection is the natural consequence of the 
original wrong embodied in protective 
taxes levied at the dictation of special in- 
terests. But the original wrong does not 
justify the men who have engaged in, 
aided or abetted rascally schemes to profit 
by it. It only puts upon the Government 
the duty t hastening the abolition of 
monopolistic privileges and of punishing 
those wi have abused them. 


THERE can be no mistake about the 
quality of Gov. Hogg’s Dem&8cracy. It is 
the pure unadulterated sort which does 
not Gountenance papa government and 
holds tothe principle of local self-govern- 
ment, self-help and individual liberty. 
Texas will have none of the bounty grab as

On June 8, 
1892, written notice was served on Mr. Corn- 
ing by the Distilling and Oattle Feed- 
ing Co. that the oripinal valuation 
on which the lease rentals were based had 
expired by natural limhation, the five years 
of its contract existenct having run out. He 
was informed that the company or 
trust, or whatever the fancy of the indi- 
vidual reader choose to nickname the 
corporation, desired a revalugtion and was 
ready toname its appraisers with a view to 
speedily settling the n«w rental basis.

all precedents and have called in person. He 
would thus not only have testified. tothe 
cordial regard in which the Spanish royal 
family is held by the people of the United

This discussion has not yet got into print, 
but it can be heard in every drawing-room in 
Washington, particularly in the houses of 
the diplomats, who are great sticklers for 
the fine points of official etiquette, 

The visit of the Prince of Wales to Wash- 
ington is remembered by many people who 
stilltakea lively interest in social affairs. 
He was entertained at the White House and 
slept ina spacious bedroom still known as 
the Prince of Wales’ room. This apartment 
is in the southwest corner of the White 
House, and the massive bedstead and heavy 
canopy now in use were there when the 
Prince occupied the room. The fact that the 
Prince was recoived and entertained at the 
White House obvia ed all question of making 
and returning calls, so that no precedent was 
established in his case. 

The Grand Duke Alexis came tothe United 
States during President Grant’s first term. 
He was the son of the Czar of Russia and a 
brother of the present monarch. As the Czar 
had sent a Russian fleet to the United States 
in 1864to make a friendly demonstration in 
the interest of the North, with a view to pre- 
venting France or England from taking a 
hand in the war of the rebellion on behalt of 
the South, it was expected by Russian 
officials that the Grand Duke would be re- 
ceived with extraordinary manifestatious of 
good will andall the pomp and ceremony 
that would have marked his receptionata 
European court. The Duke called at the 
White House, but President Grant ala not re- 
turn the visit, and because of this the Czar 
made some very pointed remarks to Gen, 
Curtin, then United States Minister to &t. 
Petersburg.
